~ NavHosp C.O. joins tissue donor’p

Fourteen years ago, without 
a great deal of hoopla or fan- 
fare, a new department lo- 
cated in the basement of Bldg. 
20 opened at Naval Hospital 
San Diego. For a while during 
the Vietnam war that depart- 
ment was higly active and in 
the limelight. After those 
years it faded into relative 
obscurity and only recently 
has it once again started to re- 
ceive attention. 

That department is the Nav- 
al Hospital Tissue Bank. With 
the recent world-wide focus 
on organ transplants and con- 
comitant medical advances, it 
once again is beginning to 
loom as a key department in 
this, the largest military hos- 
pital in the world. 

Just as a blood bank pro- 
cures, processes and pre- 
serves human blood to save 
lives, the tissue bank with a 
specially trained staff of 
transplant technicians pro- 
cures tissue from deceased 
patients, processes it and pre- 
serves it for future use in sav- 
ing lives. ’ 

During Vietnam because of 
the need for human tissue to 
treat casualties with skin and 
bone grafts, the supply of hu- 
man tissue at the NHSD tissue 
bank was high. Today the re- 
serve of tissue on store at the 
bank is at an all-time low and 
the need to build up an adequ- 
ate reserve is imperative. 

To obtain an adequate re- 
serve of human tissue the

Should the need ever 
again arise, the tissue bank 
with a supply of human tissue 
ready at hand, could be of cri- 
tical importance in saving the 
lives of American soldiers

card Capt. Carr granted the 
gift of life to a potential future 
organ transplant or tissue re- 
cipient. 

Signing a donor card de- 
monstrates the individual’s 
wish to save or help improve 
the life of a fellow human 
being. When this card has 
been signed and witnessed, it 
is recognized as a legal docu- 
ment in every state in the 


country. 

. Without this donor card, the 

process of obtaining tissues or 

organs from a deceased pa- 
tient can be long and difficult. 
Because without the card, it is 
necessary to obtain permis- 
sion of the next of kin, and in 
cases such as heart or kidney 
transplants, which can only be 
successful within minutes or

Six women started wave of Waves in 1948 


July 7 was a big day for Navy 
women in 1948. That was the 
day the WAVES — Women 
Accepted for Voluntary 
Emergency Service — entered 
the Regular Navy. It was an 
event of such significance that 
a special ceremony took place 
in the old Main Navy Building 
on Constitution Avenue, 
Washington, D.C. Six enlisted 


reserve women were duly 
sworn in by the Judge Advo- 
cate General Rear Adm. 
George L. Russell. 

Each woman represented a 
different activity and area of 
service: Kay L. Langdon, Nav- 
al Air Transport Service; Wil- 
ma J. Marchal and Edna E.

Expanded household goods 
entitlements will benefit 
many people who deploy or 
perform temporary duty. 

The changes, announced in 
a Chief of Naval Operation 
message 180950ZMAR83, au- 
thorize members performing 
temporary duty or deploying 
for more than 90 days to store 
household goods at govern- 
ment expense while they’re 
gone. The new provisions par- 
ticularly benefit single people 
who live off base and are sub- 
ject to frequent deployments. 
A maximum of 13,500 pounds 
of household goods may be 
stored, without regard to pay- 
grade. 


Commanding officers may 
approve storage of household 
goods for more than 180 days 
in connection with a perma- 
nent change of station under 
the changes that went into 
effect in January. 

This authorization is only 
for people performing tem- 
porary duty or deploying for 
more than 90 days and who 
aren’t scheduled to return to 
their new permanent duty sta- 
tion or home port until they 
are within 30 days of the 180- 
day storage limit. However, 
additional time may be autho- 
rized for the entire period of 
temporary duty or deploy- 
ment and storage may con- 
tinue for 90 days after return. 


Commanding officers may 
authorize special storage for 
people who must vacate gov- 
ernment or civilian quarters 
during a similar deployment 
or period of temporary duty. 
Generally, special storage is 
for people who don’t draw 
basic allowance for quarters.

Captain 
Hancock (ranking female 
officer present), during the 
war years, your WAVES, 
86,000 of them, not only made 
it possible to assign to combat 
duty 86,000 men who would be 
otherwise employed ... but 
your WAVES, in their own 
way, developed talents and 
techniques that were superior 
to those of the men they re- 
leased...

Enlisting the first six 
women into the Regular Navy 
was a small beginning, but 
those six represented the type 
of women who would be 
attracted to the naval service 
on a career basis. Terms of 


Regular Navy enlistment 
were two, three, four and six 
years. Plans were then put 
into effect to enlist civilians 
and WAVES with former ser- 
vice and to train them at the 
Naval Recruit Training Cen- 
ter, Great Lakes, Il. 

Not until Oct. 15, 1948, was 
the first group of women offi- 
cers sworn into the Regular 
Navy. The event constituted 
another ceremony in the old 
Main Navy Building with the 
Judge Advocate General and 
Secretary of the Navy on hand. 
Sworn in were Joy B. Hancock, 
Winifred R. Quick, Ann King, 
Frances L. Willoughby, Ellen 
Ford, Doris Cranmore, Doris 
A. Defenderfer an Betty Rae 
Tennant. These women repre- 
sented the initial group of 288 
female officers selected for 
commissions in the Regular 
Navy. 

By July 1950, the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel estimated 
the strength of the Navy’s 
female community to be 
12,000. Women were in the 
Regular Navy to stay.

NavHosp Blood Bank speaks out on AIDS 


The Naval Hospital San 
Diego Blood Bank as part of 
the nation’s voluntary blood 
service organizations 
announced this week that it 
does not advocate “directed 
donation,” an unconventional 
practice whereby patients 
needing transfusions select 
their own blood donors. 

The American Red Cross, 
American Association of 


Blood Banks and Council of 
Community Blood Centers 
agreed that existing arrange- 
ments with volunteer donors 
and donor groups are the best 
way of assuring a safe supply 
for all patients needing trans- 
fusions. 

Publicity about the current

widespread concerns about

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AIDS through blood transfu- 
sion. The facts do not justify 
these concerns: data accumu- 
lated over the last three years 
indicate that the possible 
occurence of AIDS in transfu- 
sion recipients is on the order 
of one case per million pa- 
tients transfused. Still, as a 
consequence of misleading 
reports, some patients have 
demanded that blood for their 
transfusions be donated by 
specially selected family 
members, friends or co- 
workers. 

The three organizations 
emphasize there is no scien- 
tific basis for the assumption 
that blood from donors 
selected by patients is safer 
than that available from 
volunteers at community 
blood banks. In fact, such‘’a 
practice may be hazardous be- 
cause it could pressure 
selected donors to be untruth- 
ful about their ability to meet 
donor eligibility require- 
ments. 

The American Red Cross, 
American Association of 
Blood Banks and Council of 
Community Blood Centers all 
agree that the altruistic volun- 
teer donor who is free from 
coercion or expectation of 
gain is the safest blood donor. 
As a further precaution, blood 
centers across the country 
have recently adopted even 
stricter requirements for 
blood donation to assure that 
high risk donors are excluded. 

Adopting a policy of patient- 
directed donations would cre- 
ate an illusion of additional 
protection where none exists 
and, by disrupting existing 
volunteer donor systems, 
could result in inability to 
supply blood to patients who 
need it.

nizations are also concerned 
that the logistical complex- 
ities of patient-directed dona- 
tion could lead to serious 
errors in donor and patient 
identification. 

ARC, AABB AND CCBC rep- 
resent some 2500 comunity 
and regional blood centers, 
hospital blood banks and 
transfusion services which 
collect and transfuse over 98% 
of the nation’s blood supply. 


Joint statement on 
directed donations 
and Aids 


The current epidemic of ac- 
quired immune deficiency 
syndrome (AIDS) and atten- 
dant publicity has led to con- 
cerns that AIDS may be trans- 
mitted by blood transfusion to 
persons not in one of the rec- 
ognized high risk groups. 

Of 1,601 cases of AIDS re- 
ported to the CDC, 94% have 
occurred in people belonging 
to four groups: homosexual or 
bisexual males with multiple 
sex partners; intravenous 
drug abusers, recent entrants 
from Haiti, and persons with 
hemophilia. 

Only one newborn infant 
and 14 adult recipients of 
blood transfusions have been 
identified as cases of possible 
transfusion-associated AIDS. 
More than 10 million persons 
were transfused in the United 
States during the three year 
period that these cases were 
reported and, therefore, it 
appears at this time that the 
risk of possible transfusion- 
associated AIDS is on the 
order of one case per million pa- 
tients transfused. 

On March 25, 1983, in re- 
sponse to the potential risk of 
transfusion associated AIDS, 
we pledged compliance with 


the Recommendations on 
AIDS by the Office of Biolo- 
gics, FDA, and jointly im- 
plemented a nationwide prog- 
ram to inform all blood donors 
of AIDS risk groups and pro- 
vided means for individuals in 
high risk groups to be ex- 
cluded as blood donors. We 
concur with Secretary of 
Health and Human Services 
Margaret M. Heckeler’s state- 
ment of June 14, 1983, that“... 
all of us might also be con- 
fronted with an unnecessary 
and unjustified level of fear, if 
misunderstanding of AIDS is 
allowed to grow. Such a level 
of fear could actually impede us 
in our real tasks...” 

One consequence of the 
understandable, but exces- 
Sive, concern for transfusion- 
associated AIDS has been re- 
quests by patients and their 
physicians to have blood 
donors selected from family 
members, friends, coworkers, 
and even newly formed pri- 
vate donor clubs. There is no 
evidence to support this no- 
tion that these ‘‘directed 
donations” are safer than 
those available through the 
community blood bank. 

The concept that family 
members, friends, coworkers, 
church members or other 
selected groups are sure to 
provide safer blood is un- 
realistic. These same indi- 
viduals are and have been the 
nation’s volunteer blood 
donors who have, in the past, 
given freely for all patients 
rather than for a particular in- 
dividual. There is no reason to 
think that segregating these 
individuals into selected 
donor panels will provide 
safety over and above the 
level provided by current 
arrangements.

In addition, a system of 
directed donation may create 
intense pressures on family 
and friends who may there- 
fore be untruthful about their 
ability to meet donor require- 
ments. It is possible that the 
administrative and operation- 
al complexity that will be part 
of any widespread application 
of directed donations may 
lead to a significant increase 
in clerical errors and, in this 
way, reduce the safety of 
transfusion. 

Finally, there is the risk that 
widespread attempts to direct 
donations, while not increas- 
ing the safety of transfusions, 
will seriously disrupt the na- 
tion’s blood donor system. 
Voluntary donation is essen- 


tial for meeting our nation’s .

foreign-born wives 
to speak English 


Consider for a moment how 
you would survive in a country 
where virtually no one speaks 
your native language, where 
lifestyles and cultural differ- 
ences often call upon every re- 
serve of personal courage to 
cope with a world unfamiliar. 

That is the plight of many 
foreign-born wives of Amer- 
ican military men who have 
come to this country to enjoy 
the ‘American Dream” and 
the good life so often heard of 
throughout the world. 

There are, however, obsta- 
cles to overcome before they 
can partake of that dream. 
One of those obstacles is lan- 
guage, because a majority of 
those coming to the United 
States speak little or no En- 
glish. 

Acceptance into our society 
seems to hinge on a person’s 
ability to adapt. Because for- 
eign-born wives of U.S. military 
men often encounter conde- 
scending or hostile attitudes 
because they do not speak En- 
glish well, they are sometimes 
labeled as “slow” or “dumb.” 
If we gauge intelligence by the 
command of languages other 
than our own, Americans 
should be rated poorly be- 
cause the majority of us never 
learn a second language. 
Actually, these “foreigners” 
are, for the most part, inde- 
pendent, adventurous, and 
more than a little courageous. 

That premise is at the core 
of a new concept of ministry 
now underway in the Murphy 
Canyon Navy Housing com- 
munity, where foreign-born 
wives of American military 
men can receive free training 
in the English language in 
their own neighborhood, 
while making new friends and 
discovering that we are all 
neighbors. 

Sponsored by the Navy 
Housing Chaplains’ Office in 
conjunction with community 
schools, the English training 
classes have six volunteer 
tutors who offer personal 
attention to students — all 


military dependents — with 
special emphasis on speaking 
English and using it in every- 
day life. These students come 
from many parts of the world, 
including Japan, Okinawa, the 
Philippines, Mexico, Col- 
ombia, Spain, Italy, and other 
non-English speaking nations. 

Each tutor receives 18 hours 
of special training in the 
Laubach method of teaching 
language, and devotes his or 
her time and energy without 
compensation. Some of the 
teachers, in fact, commute to 
the weekly classes from as far 
away as Chula Vista, Santee, 
and the Linda Vista areas. 

The lessons begin with very 
basic “survival” English and 
proceed through more ad- 
vanced conversational ses- 
sions. There are even special 
advanced courses to prepare 
students for drivers’ license 
testing and for American 
citizenship. 

Classes are held in the Mil- 
ler Elementary School’s 
teachers’ lounge on Thursday 
evenings from 6:45 to 8:30 p.m. 
The school is located in the 
Murphy Canyon Navy Housing 
community in the Tierransan- 
ta area. 

More tutors — both military 
and civilian — are being 
sought now for the upcoming 
fall session. If you are in- 
terested in tutoring or wish 
more information about the 
classes, call the Navy Housing 
Chaplains’ Office at 569-1907. 

Although adjustment into 
American society is an ob- 
vious goal of the people new to 
our shores, it’s a long road and 
complete adjustment can only 
be gained through the help of 
those already here. Perhaps 
we should remember that our 
own “roots” began in some 
other place — and be more 
tolerant and helpful to those 
who are struggling to adjust to 
our way of life. 

That’s just what the volun- 
teer tutors in Murphy Canyon 
Housing are doing — and 
they’re doing it well 


Veterans Administration 
questions and answers 


The Veterans Administra- 
tion Regional Office at San 
Diego has released the follow- 
ing questions and answers re- 
garding VA benefits: 

Q — How does one define a 
‘‘service-connected dis- 
ability’? 

A —A “service-connected 
disability” is any physical or 
mental disease or injury in- 
curred or aggravated during 
active service in line of duty, 
providing the veteran was dis- 
charged or separated under 
other than dishonorable con- 
ditions. 

Q — If I do not agree with a 
decision the VA makes on an 
application for benefits, what 
can I do? 

A — You may file an appeal 
regarding any benefit deci- 


sion with which you disagree. 
All that is necessary to start 
the appeal procedure is for 
you to write the VA stating 
why you disagree with the de- 
cision and include informa- 
tion you believe should be 
considered by the VA. | 


Q — I have been receiving 
education benefits for the 
past three years claiming my 
wife and two children. Now 
the VA is suddenly asking for 
a marriage certificate and 
birth certificates for my chil- 
dren. Why are they asking now 
when they have already been 
paying me for them? 


A— VA regulations now re- 
quires the submission of veri- 
fication for veterans’ depen- 
dents.
